now an employee of this company in the department of Global Biology Fungicides. 

2, I am familiar with the subject matter of the above- identified United States 
patent application. 
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The following tests have been carried out under my supervision and control. 



Example SphBerotbecB test (cucumbers) / protective 

Solvent: 24.5 parts by weight of acetone 

24.5 parts by weight of N^-dimethylaGetamrde 
Emuisifier: 1 part by weight of alkyfaryl polygiycol ether 

To produce a suitable preparation of active compound, i part by weight of active 
compound is mixed with the stated amounts of solvent and emulsifier, and the 
concentrate is diluted with water to the desired concentration- 

To test for protective activity, young plants are sprayed with the preparation of active 
compound at the stated rate of application. After the spray coating has dried, the 
plants are inoculated with an aqueous spore suspension of Sphaemfhem fullginea. 
The plants are then placed in a greenhouse at approximately 28*0 and a relative 
atmospheric humidity of approximately 70%, 

The test is evaluated 7 days after the inoculation, 0% means an efficacy that 
corresponds to that of the untreated control whereas an efficacy of 100% means 
thai no disease is observed. Test results are shown in the following Table.
